NATURAL INCREASE. The excess of births over deaths for the nine months 
was 3,267 (3,814), a decrease of 547 and 1,327 less than the mean 
of the similar periods 1926 to 1930.- 


BIRTHS. 6,834 (7,554) were registered being 720 less than for the same 
period in 1930 and ‘1,542 less than the five years' mean for the 
same period 19265 to 1930. 


EX-NUPTIAL BIRTHS. 215 (253). 
CASES OF MULTIPLE BIRTHS. Twins 63 (78), Triplets - (-). 


MARRIAGES. The marriages celebrated numbered 2,217 (2,569), a decrease 
of 352 and 771 fewer than the mean of the similar five periods 
1926-1930. Civil marriages 241 (243). 


DEATHS. The deaths registered numbered 3,567 (3,740) being a decrease 
of 173 anc. 215 less than the mean of the similar five periods 


1926-1930. 


PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATHS. (Table 6), Cancer 512 (425), Diseases of 
Heart 597 (446), Cerebral Haemorrhage and Softening 327 (313), 
&ccidents 160 (245), Senility 206 (282), Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
214 (197), Congenital Debility, Malformations, &c. 182 (209), 
Nephritis, Acute and Chronic 189 (198), Diarrhoea and Enteritis 
43 (111), Pneumonia and Broncho-pneumonia 203 (243), Whooping 
Cough 5 (33). 


DEATHS FROM ACCIDENTS. For the nine months 160 (245); deaths were 
attributed to Accidents, the chief being - Drowning 16 Sad 
Automobiles 26 (62), Railways 10 (7), Other Vehicles 9 (24), 
Excessive Heat 1 (28), Injury from Falls 46 (34), Firearms 15(13). 


INFANTILE. DEATHS, No.& CAUSES. 253 (379) deaths were recorded, being 
126 less than for the same period in 1930 and 145 fewer than the 


mean of the similar five periods 1926-1930. The improvement 
was as regards the deaths of infants 1 week and over - 119 (243), 
those under 1 week being practically the same - 134 (136). it 


is noted that there was an improvement as regards all deaths 
except Malformations- 37 (34), Premature Births 97 (92) and Other 
Diseases of Early Infancy 29 (28), the mafjority of which deaths 
are under i week. The deaths from Other causes were - Whooping 
Cough 3 (13), Broncho-Pneumonia and Pneumonia 22 (39), Diarrhoea 
and Enteritis 19 [51), Congenital Debility, &c. 12 (45) and all 
other causes 34 (77). 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES NOTIFIED. (Table 5). Substantial decreases in the 
number of cases Guring the nine months are noted for Whooping 
Cough 352 (3,417), Measles 151 (1,449), Erysipelas 101 (205), 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis 313 (317), Puerperal Fever 56 (64); 
Increases - Scarlet Fever 355 (60), Diphtheria 550 (182), Chicken 
Pox 689 (506), Poliomyelitis 34 (5).
